Frail's ver­ 
bal remonstrance was tiled at the 
hearing on the petition. 
City Attor­ 
n e y Lewis told Major ( rnguns, be­ 
fore whom the hearing was conduct­ 
ed, that he wa' confident that Prall’® 
objection was not made in behalf of 
the majority of the Seymour resi­ 
dents, and that the Chamber o f Com­ 
merce and Hotarv Club had endorsed 
the proposed improvement. 
Following the arguments the com ­ 
missioner 
announced 
that 
a 
very 
thorough investigation would he made 
and that it might be several days b e ­ 
fore a decision 1- given. 
Shortly after the hearing conven­ 
ed, Mr. Prall told Craguns that he 
had w th him a petition signed bv a 
large number of taxpayer-, in S e y ­ 
mour who requested that the appli­ 
cation of the city for the bonds be 
refused. 
Prall stated that the peti­ 
tion which he had represented the;

from the Fourth Indiana district, is 
the author of a bill which wa> in­ 
troduced in the house of rcpresen ta ­ 
te e- on September ll proposing to 
l> tv to members of the military and 
naval forces of the t oited States a 
bonus of $20 a month for each month 
of service during the World War, 
Several plans o f compensating the 
soldiers for their work have been 
proposed and the Benham measure is 
receiving much support. 
Soldiers, 
sailors and marines, of course, are 
enthusiastic over tile measure. 
Mr. Benham believes that the fight­ 
ing forces ought to receive a bonus 
a s was accorded other government 
worker- during the war period. 
‘‘I 
believe that this bill will prove sa t­ 
isfactory to our soldier boys as it 
gives them more than they are ask- 
for," 
said 
Congressman 
Benham. 
“The measure calls 
tor immediate 
ca-h payment, 
and is fair 
to all, 
making no distinction 
-ave 
as to 
length of service.” 
Many of the soldiers and sailors 
left profitable employment to serve 
their nation ai 
the rate of $1 per 
day. 
At the 
same time men 
who 
were rejected for active service at 
the 
front 
line- were 
received 
at 
cantonments and other place- and 
were 
paid from $6 to $10 
a day. 
Method- to eliminate this discrimin­ 
ation have been discussed in con­ 
gress for several months. 
The Benham bill which is of in­ 
views of about ninety percent, of the Merest to every -oldier follows 
people in Seymour. 
He refused to 
file the petition, however, a- he de­ 
clared that some of the signer- were 
fearful lest they would be boycotted 
bv those in favor of the post light­ 
ing system. 
I he name- of the sign­ 
er- to the alleged remon-trance which 
Prall said he had with him were not 
made public and were not filed with 
the state tax board at the bearing

Mr. Lewis, city attorney, answered 
Prall, stating that he thought a big 
majority of the people in Seymour 
were in favor of the post lighting 
system.

Judge Lewis told the board that the 
bonds would liegin to mature in 1921 
and that the increase in the tax rate 
to take care of them a- they fell due 
and the interest on the securities 
would hardly he noticed.

Aboard President Wilson’s Train 
Approaching Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 
J3— President Wilson today earned 
into the cities of the Pacific coast 
his campaign for ratification of the 
peace treaty. 
His plan called for 
a speech at Tacoma this morning 
and reviewing of the Pacific fleet at 
Seattle at 3 p. rn. 
After a public 
dinner in Seattle tonight the Presi­ 
dent intended to speak at the arena. 
He will spend Sunday in Seattle, de­ 
parting at night for Portland where 
he i- due early Monday. 
W ilson had the people up on their 
chairs cheering at Spokane yester­ 
day when he made his appeal that 
the league of nations issue should be 
placed on a non-partisan basis. 
He 
said republicans first suggested the 
league; that republicans should be 
for it because they belong to that 
party and flatly a-ked that the 1920 
presidential campaign be put of mind 
when the league is under consider­ 
ation. 
That the president deeply appreci­ 
ated the rousing welcome he received 
in Spokane was shown in his smile, 
which wa- more in evidence than it 
had been during the twro or three pre­ 
ceeding days and in is manner which 
became more buoyant and enthusi­ 
astic. 
He appears to respond more 
quickly to a hearty greeting. 
The war, he said, will not he end­ 
ed until America’s pledges have been 
fulfilled. 
He mentioned the suffer­ 
ings o f women, mothers and wive­ 
in the wTar and said “we promised the 
men who went out to fight that we 
would end war.’’ 
Now the question 
is, he declared, “-hall w’e carry out 
the pledge for which we fought?” 
He said he felt much touched that so 
many had come to meet him, “even 
though it is night and we cannot see 
each other clearly.’’

W hat joy music brings to the heart 
to the little child! How rapidly he 
responds to its influence!

Among the first songs which little 
people enjoy are the Mother Goose 
classics: “ Hey Diddle Diddle,’’ “ Lit­ 
tle Bo Peep” and “ Little Ja c k H o r­ 
ner.”
